PURPOSE: To allow the transmission of a light signal up to a long distance 
by applying at least one time of proper frequency chirping to signal light pulses 
at the intermediate points of transmission paths. 

CONSTITUTION: An optical signal transmission section 1 which forms the signal 
light pulses, optical fibers 21 to 23 which transmit the signal light pulses 
outputted from the optical signal transmission section 1 and at least one piece 
of optical amplifiers 31, 32 which amplify the signal light pulses disposed on 
the way of the optical fiber transmission paths. Further, at least one piece 
of optical phase modulators 61 which are disposed on the way of the optical 
fiber transmission paths and apply the proper quantity of the frequency chirping 
to the signal light pulses, a driving circuit 62 which impresses electric pulses 
in synchronization with the signal light pulses, and an optical signal receiving 
on section 5 which receives the transmitted signal light pulses are provided. 
The transmission distance is increased in this way.

PURPOSE: To shorten the time until a white balance is matched by allowing 
such control as to start a white balance adjusting means at the time of turning 
on of a light source from a prescribed value. 

CONSTITUTION: The image input device having a stage 1 for the image la 
to be read, an image pickup means A for photoelectrically converting the image 
la a supporting means B of the image pickup means A and the white balance 
adjusting means D for automatically adjusting the white balance with TTL 
has the control means to control the white balance adjusting means D at the 
time of turning on of the light source so as to start the same from the pre- 
scribed value. Although the appearance probability is extremely high at the 
time of obtaining the white balance after turning on of the light source, the 
adjusting means is started from the final value (prescribed value) and, therefore, 
the number of looping times turning around the white balance of the flow of 
the control means and judging steps is drastically decreased and the time until 
the white balance is matched is shortened.

PURPOSE: To prevent a useless are from generating in the capacity of a record- 
ing medium by selecting the distribution of recording information between 
the photograph information, which the camera automatically generates, and 
the arbitrary input character information. 

CONSTITUTION: The camera is provided with a photographing operation control 
means 1, time measuring means 2, first information recording means 3, first 
transfer means 4, character input means 5, code means 6, second transfer means 

7, second information recording means 9, and a recording ratio control means 

8. An arbitrary character is inputted, and the inputted character is coded to 
be stored. Based on the stored information, the character is reproduced. The 
recording medium in which the character information is stored is provided 
with an area in which automatic recording information generated automatically 
by the camera is stored. The distribution of the storage area between the charac- 
ter information and the automatic recording information can be controlled. 
Thus, the useless generation of the storage capacity is eliminated. 
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
